latent ton of Her Mnjeny'i Ooternmtat 
not to alter tht practice u (o the traot- 
portation nf tiiminalf, to fu at New 
South Walei if concerned, without th.

We do not (jueition (ht probability lhal, 
in penning iheie word), Mr. Qi-introfii 
hid an «yi to that grtat ultimalnui of 
Port Phillip ambition— 11 Separation ;" 
that ibe Bight Honorablt .SrcuTtiT 
thought it by no meant unlikely that 
although the nldtr diviiion oflbecolnny 
abould rtjtcl hia overtorci^at Fort Phillip 
they would on the whole be farournbly 
received ; ani had retolted that, in Ihif 
ertnt, the ayei u f tht ont ditiiion.aiwell 
M the nou of Iheolbtr, ttioulJ bt com- 
plied with. 

But what of ih it 1 Even luppoting 
that the bulk of our fouthcrn ftlluw-colo- 
nutt should bt to infatuwed — which we 
do not btliere they are, or tier will be- 
at touitnt to the pro. cod riot proposition, 
would that be any reaann why we of ih* 
Middle Dittrirt tbotild t-tnt to it ? If 
convictiim bt tbt abominable thing 
which our petitions hare declared it to be, 
neither that nor my other ctm nutrition 
ought to hate the ilightut weight in In- 
ducing ut to become panici to oar own 
■abjection to it. Whatever olhen may do, 
Ittui be trut to our pineiplti. 

The itcond aiiumplion in the pream- 
ble of Ibe Heport it, thit cooTicli 
will be tent to the colony whether 
the colony or any portion of it in- 
cline jo their reception or not, pra- 
tidtd lb* concurrent* of the L*|it- 
lative Council can bt obtained. We 
hart ipoken of theie two uiumplionl a* 
irteeoneilahlt. And aiturtdiy they ata 
iu. Fur the one refer* the deciiian 
tu a majority of either district . 
the other to the dicition of the 
Council. Thuij not only hai the 
honorable Chairman of tbe Cornmittte, in 
hi* place in the home, reproached Her 
Mtjeity'a On moment with inaincerity ; 
but here, in permanent black and while, 
he imputee to ihem potilirt aorutnae. 
He chargei thtru with laying, in ef- 
fect, " If it b* the general wilh of tb* 
Port Phillip people to haTt convict!, 
they thai I hate them j if nol, they ihall 
not hat* them , tbe Bane of New Sonth 
Welti proper i bat whether the one dii- 
trict or the other, or both of tbem, do or 
do not with, yet if Ihe con cm re rue of the 
Legislative Council can be obtained, for 
either or for both, to either ot to both ton- 
Ticlt thai! be atlit. ' ' For Mi n i iters to hat e 
ottered inch rigmarole •* thit were to 
bare iniulled our common icnic, 

But let at look at thit fecund attump- 
liun apart from the firit, and try it upon 
itt own tntriti, It aeemi to uito be ut- 
terly without foundation. Tht word* of 
the detpatch which are conitrued to pot- 
kii the meaning adopted by the Commit- 
tee art tbet* -.— " It will be acceptable to 
HerHajetty't Government if the mem- 
ben of the Ltgiitnlire Council of th* 
colony thould show a disposition to con- 
cur in the opinion thai a modified and 
carefully regulated introduction uf 
conricl labourer! into New South 
Walei, or into some part 
of it, may, under the present circum- 
stances, be advisable. " The*e words must 
be taken, according to the general rule of 
interpretation, not in their isolated itote, 
but 10 their connenon. Now they .land 
connected with three other paaugei ol 
analogadt import. Th* fb*t itaiei that it 
it not intended to alter ibe preient prac- 
tice ii to transportation " without the 
prnirtl tpprotial uf (At (atony, or fif tit 
portion of it to he affected by loch altera- 
tion." The tccond itcratet the " frank 
avowal of tbt iuteation of Hii Uijuiv'i 
(iove rumen', torrtpect the genrral tfnje of 
tht eolcmut*, in tAeir deliberation! upon 
lim imporlanl tubject." The third tnjoini 
upon the Qovitaoa not to loin light of 
the " funrjamenlal proposition/' that II? t 
Uimrv i Government disclaim! the in- 
ttnllon and the deitrt U> take any 
pnxrttding in iht mallei, except such 
y be generally KBdaoiv* to 
the interesii, and »jrree>ttA/e fa fAe 
sacfintioHt. of that* iniom it will 
direct t]/ and tnttmmtflp coscent." And 
bow doe* -Sir Chiiilei Fiti Rot interpret 
all thit " Hear what Hn Eiciiuhcv taid 
to tbe deputation uf the anti-lranipurta 
lion CorBDittBt, io tht interview with 
which they wei* honottnd on Thun 
day IM :— " Her Majmtfy 'i Minuterf hart 
no with to force transportation confran 
HtUmiUoftitrotimUU. Uf duty will 
ilmply be to report, aa impartially at I 
can, all that I can aactrtajo respecting fie 
osuiotu of tit colon ut i. Yon may rest 
anured that tb* Government doei not 
with to force transportation afmnit 
tit witAet of tie coi«u*/«, and 
that Mr. OLantTOHi'i detpatch wai 
written in prrfert food fait A." 

Now, it it not perfectly clear, that 
nntbing could have been farther from the 
contemplation of Her Mijistt 1 ! Uovera- 
ui e ut than inch an anomaly as tbe inem- 
bcnoflbe Legitlaln* Council letting up 
their own. notion* in oppotitvn to the 
genera] ntme uf the coloniita 1 If it not 
obvioaj thai Miniatert took it for granted, 
that tht Council would at least feel a* 
much deference for the opinion! of their 
Donftlluenl* ai tht dot path aboart for thoat 
of tbe colonitU at large ? If the !>av»- 
Ta*T or M*.» would nut himself fly in
